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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The claims as finally rejected fail to overcome the 
prior art of record. Regarding the applicant's argument that the light emitting tube of Tokuichi is not sealed the examienr points to 
paragraph 0003, which states the lamp is high-pressure, to maintain a high pressure within the light emitting tube the ends must be 
sealed. Regarding the applicant's argument that the examiner asserted that items 6 and 10 are the light blocking porition, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees. As see from figure 1, item 6 is located at both ends of the cylindrical light emitting tube, these are two different 
elements. As to the applicant's argument regarding claim 8, the examiner notes that item 6 surrounds the interior of the light emitting 
member, and that claim 8 does not disclose that the UV blocking shoud must be exterior to the light emitting vessel. As to the applicant's 
argument regarding claim 15, item 6 in figure 1 is both the seal and the hot zone of distribution at a cut off line. Claim 15 does not 
disclose that the seal and the hot zone of distribution at a cut off line must be different elements. 
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
